No known 
reason, save

suicide within the last year and a 
half by drinking carbolic acid in the 
same room, is known for the act. 


The deceased was but 18 years of 


age and had all to live for when he 
drank the deadly fluid without having 
any reason which was even known to 
himself. 


ON BENDED KNEE. 


, Before death intervened and stop- 
ped- the convulsions from the 
acid, 


Mrs. Alice Alden, mother of the boy, 
implored him on bended knees to tell 
her of the trouble that had caused 
him to take his life.

DRANK THE ACID. 


It is assumed by the friends that pos- 


sibly the spirit of suicide itself haunts the 
house, and that as the .hour of midnight 
approached last night young Alden was 
seized with an irresistible desire to end 
his life, despite his eighteen 
summers. 


He drank the acid shortly after 11 o'clock 
and sank so rapidly that he' died before 
Dr. F. Woods, who was summoned, ar- 
rived. "Whether spirits or whether a sud- 
den, unaccountable impulse was respon- 
sible for the young man's act will never 
be known. 


This much is known, that the mother, 


who on her bended knees prayed that the 
life of her boy be spared, was unable to 
find tho reason. 


LAST WORDS. 


"Mother, I do not know why I took it." 


These were the last words uttered by the 
pain-tossed youth as his sou! was ushered 
into eternity. 


Before the boy took the poison he was 


in the best of spirits. He bade a con- 
vivial crowd good night and retired to his 
room. 


Harry Barr, a companion; followed him 


soon, but when he arrived at the room he 
found his friend in the throes of death. 


The mother and father were hastily 


summoned and Dr. "Woods was sent for. 
"When the physician arrived .the boy was 
beyond all earthly aid. 


CAUSE A MYSTERY. 


Byron Alden, postmaster of Emeryville 


and father of the boy, states he knows of 
no reason why his son should have taken 
his life. "He was a good boy," ha says 
"and 
had no'thing to worry him. 
I do 


not know why he took his ilfe." 


The mother Is prostrated with grief 


and cannot tell why her boy should at so 
young an age seek the oblivion of the 
grave. 


Harry Barr, his companion, states that 


he left the young man in good spirits 
and that there was no reason, as far as 
he knew, why he should take his life. 


Coroner Mehrmann has taken charge of 


the remains and will hold an Inquest.

A campalgn'of relief and 
of education into the hygienic requirements of the sit- 
uation has been decided on. .It was also resolved to fol- 
low the advice telegraphed, by Ambassador Mayor Dea 
Planches and to address all Italians in. the city verbally, 
and by circular, asking- them to pay ready obedience to 
the regulations imposed. by the health authorities. Sev- 
eral thousands of dollars have been realized.for relief and 


other work, and all the societies have decided to abandon 
the banquets and other entertainments they had planned 
and apply the funds set aside for these purposes in help- 
ing their countrymen, in the present emergency. 


GOOD WORK DONE. 


The health authorities are very much encouraged by 


the excellent work that is being done at the emergency 
hospital and they believe that when the result of the treat- 
ment given there 'becomes known, families will readily 
consent to have their patients sent there.

on the steamer Proteus, direct from New Orleans.

yellow fever cases develop, a test caused four children to 
be transferred to' Hoffman-Island for inspection for the 
cause of fever, which had Just appeared. Three adults 
accompanied them to the detention .hospital.

maining passengers and-all members of the crew. Great 
care was exercised when the steamer sailed from New Or- 
leans.

The 
experience, however, of the municipal- 
ity Is that these safeguards have gen- 
erally proven Ineffective and persons 
"are being continually Injured by care- 
less and reckless riders who fall, to 
observe the law.

R. C. Moody 
is Judge advocate, whose duty it is to 
see that the faots are presented to the 
court. 


WORK OF BOARD. 


It Is probable that the work of the 


board of Inquiry will require several 
days, possibly a week. There Is con- 
siderable conjecture as to what 
the 


court of inquiry will Dnd In its inves- 
tigations. Several witnesses who have 
discussed the matter, think that the 
blame will be fixed on no one in par- 
ticular, as the accident was one that 
could not be foreseen, and certainly 
was not due to.the neglect of any o£ 
the officers on board the Bennington. 
If the blame is fixed any place, It will 
be higher .up In the scale, probably In 
the department itself. There Is a gen- 
eral impression that no board of in- 
quiry would have been appointed had 
It not been for promptings from Wash- 
ington, and the Intensity, of public 
feeling. 


NO INTIMATION. 


It is believed that the board of in- 


vestigation, which has looked into the 
disaster, haa covered the matter thor- 
oughly, though no intimation as to the 
results has been,given. It may be.an- 


wlll show float, at ithe time of the ex- 
plosion there was sufficient water In 
the boiler, that the steam waa shut 
off from the adjacent boiler, and that 
the first effect of the strain was the 
collapse of •" the ' thirty-two-inch cor- 
rugated flue through which the flames 
and heated gases' pass, from the fire- 
box. 
As a result of this, the escape 


of steam forced.out the sheet of flame 
which came near causing an explosion 
In the shell room, and hurled boiler B 
against boiler D, driving the latter 
through a steel bulkhead and against 
the bed o'f the engines. 
If this be 


correct, it means either that there was 
a serious weakness In the corrugated 
pipe,'or that the pressure In the boiler 
had reached an enormous degree.

SAFETY IN HIGH SPEEDS 


A few days ago an elghteen-hour train- 
on the Pennsylvania railroad ran squarely 
Into a freight car and threw it from the 
track. Not a" passenger was aware of .the 
accident at the time. The flyer did not 
leave the rails. The only person who was 
hurt was the engineer', who jumped. A 
few days before this occurred a wri^Jn 
the Scientific American said: 
"On the 
straight stretches of the line the fast 
train, because of Its higher velocity, Is 
less likely-to 'be-.thrown"from the .track 
by-some, obstruction than the slow train. 
The .writer was once on an engine that 
was1 thundering down grade through'1 the 
'bad-lands' of Dakota, with a ten-car 
train behind It, at a speed- -of. over sixty 
miles an-' hour, when' the engine struck 
and swept through a band of wild horses 
that dashed out of a neighboring canyon 
across the track just as the train .was 
upon them. The engine and train kept 
the rails unharmed. At another -time he 
was on an. engine .that: was crawling 
slowly up. grade, when a small band of 
sheep crossing the. tracks proved -enough 
to derail the,engine, 
"It takes but a very small force to 
deflect .a billiard "ball that Is rolling slow- 
ly across a billiard table, but Jf that same 
ball were moving at the rate*of 100 feel 
a second (a. frequent-speed for these fast 
expresses) it coud only be deflected bj 
the exercise of. considerable force. ' It;-is 
the .instinctive recognition, of; this "fact 
that has led some engineers, when -they 
have seen that they must hit a compara- 
tively light obstruction, to Increase rather 
than retard the speed t>f tha train. 
"Indeed, it is a matter of record that on 
one occasion the Twentieth Century lim- 
ited cut through- a-box- car -that had .-been' 
thrown across the track Immediately in 
front of It, with so little disturbance to 
the /train that the -passengers knew noth- 
ing of the occurrence On a slow train 
a derailment would have beem almost cer- 
.tain."

G. "W. Luce of the Southern Pacific, 
J. A. Munroe o£ the Union Pacific and 
T. M. Schumacher of the Oregon Short) 
Line. 
The men who are opposed to 


them are J. Ross Clark, vice-president 
of the Salt Lake road, and E. W. Gil- 
lett, .general freight and 
passenger 


agent of the same line. 
I 


J.' Ross Clark and E. W. Giliett ar- I 


rived this morning from Los Angeles, 
and in speaking of the matter Mr. 
Clark said: 


"I hope that the conference will re- 


sult in some good, but there is no 
celling. You never can say what will 
be the result ot such a meeting." 
' 


The situation is a peculiar one and 


railroad men arc inclined to think that 
the Salt Lake people will not succeed 
in getting what they want. It is pre- 
sumed that themnan of the Harriman 
lines who is on the side of the Salt 
Lake people is J. A. Munroe of the 
Union Pacific, because it is to the in- 


. terests of his road that the Salt Lake 


road be.put on a, .parity 
with 
the 


"Southern Pacific. 


It is said that the day has gone past 


•when freight is sent over the Sierra 
Nevada, and 
so 
the Union Pacific 


would naturally wish for a share of 
the business that would be sent out 
of and to Los Angeles 1C the Salt Lake 
road could do business on equal terms 
with the Southern Pacific. 


On the other hand, the Southern Pa- 


cific is determined to protect the Sun- 
set route and it can be easily imag- 
ined that If the Salt Lake line was on 
a parity with the Southern Pacific that 
much freight would be routed by the 
short line East instead of by the long- 
er way of the Sunset route. 


Mr. Munroe, it 
is 
argued, must 


therefore be in favor of according the 
Salt Lake line the privilege it is seek- 
ing.

The Gould lines that are out of Salt 


Lake are vitally interested in the out- 
come of the discussion, for naturally 
they would be benefited if the Salt 
Lake road 
had 
switching privileges 


over Southern Pacific tracks in 
Los 


Angeles, as they would also be a shar- 
er in the business that would accrue 
to that road.

days he kept the bottle and the note, 
and today turned it over to Marshal 
Yollmer. 
The note is not dated and 


reads as follows: 


"Meet me at the fair at St. Louis or 


at Portland. 
If not there I will be at 


the Lord's side in heaven or in Hell. 
I put the note In the bottle at Cape 
Nome, bound for San Francisco, Cal. 
The sea is rough and I uon't think the 
ship will hold out. If 
we 
sink, all 


right. I meet my death like a sailor. 
I am on the ship the San Franciscans 
call "Sea Wolf." I met her tn Drake's 
Bay. Our Captain is a 
. 


He is a poacher on the sea rookeries 
of North Alaska.

He points out that 
the Japan current goes along the Pa- 
cific coast north and not south. This 
would seem to preclude the possibil- 
ity of the bottle floating to San Fran- 
cisco h*arbor.from Nome In the short 
time Indicated by the note. 


That the writer has been also in- 


fluenced by reading London's Sea Wolf 
story also seems to be indicated by 
the mention of'Drake's Bay just out- 
side the Golden Gate. 


Readers of London's Sea "Wolf story 


will remember that It was In Drake's 
bay that Sea Wolf Larsen picked up 
the shipwrecked Van Weiden, one of 
the principal characters in the story. 


The note will be turned over to the 


collector of port, San Francisco.

At the same time, the committee 


feels sure that the surplus from last 
year's crop guarantees a full supply, 
even in the event of Hie next crop 
proving small.

Information as to the

sumption of cotton throughout

world on the lines proposed by the 
congress at Manchester in June last, 
and hopes to soon publish the details 
of the scheme.

Attor- 
ney Burris wa» disbarred: because of cer- 
tain irregularities'In practice, and for the 
past ten years has been denied the op- 
portunity of practicing at his profesfion. 
Since that time he has been interested in 
mining in Nevada, and intend* to again 
take up his law. work in that State. 
In June, 1895, Attorney Burris was cited 
for contempt by Judge .A. J. Buckles, then 
Superior Judge in Solano county, for re- 
fusing to pay to the clerk o'f that court 
the sum of J108. The contention between 
the attorney and the court arose from a 
misunderstanding as to the exact posi- 
tion under which Burris held the money. 
He contended that he held it as- a bonds- 
man; 
the court 
understood that 
the 
money had been paid over to BurriB while 
he wa* acting in the capacity-of an attor- 
ney in the case. 
On the day following the 
contempt 
order, the attorney .secured an order from 
the 
Supreme Court 
nullifying 
Judge 
Buckles' order and purging • the attorney 
from 
all contempt. 
Burris, however, 
failed to properly follow up the. order o1 
the Supreme Court and have the records 
of his citation for contempt 
annulled. 
This blunder on his part, it is stated, re- 
sulted In his disbarment. 
In the decision of Chief Justice Beatty, 
which restored Burris to, his former 


standing, he states:

years ago on a charge of professional 
misconduct involving no criminality an4 
no serious wrong to any one, though in- 
excusable in itself." . ,-:

Burris1 petition for restoration waa 
signed by Judije Buckles, in whose court 
the offense had been committed, and by 
many prominent attorneys throughout the 
State. 
John F. Burris was at one time on* <w 
the most prominent attorney* In Ban 
Francisco. His practice during the hey- 
day of his earner ie- said to have amount^ 
ed to $10,000 a month. In the sensational 
campaign of Governor Stoneman. in 1883. 
Burris was a prominent figure, and ai a 
reward- for his sen-ices at that time h« 
was appointed Deputy Attorney-General. 
In 1SS4 he led the investigation Into the 
State Prison abuses.

The next year he drew up and aeCTirea 
the passage of the bill making the appro- 
priation for the State Industrial Home ter 
the Blind, now located In Oakland, an« 
during the first year of the home's exist- 
ence Burris resigned his law practice in 
order to accept the position as superin- 
tendent of the home. 
Attorney Burris is a graduate of Har- 
vard University, a member of the famoui 
class of 1S7S. Previous' to coming t» 
California he acted, as special correspond- 
ent for the New Tork "Herald." Upon 
his arrival in California he establishes 
the first collegiate preparatory school in 
California, th« old Berkeley Gymnasium, 
at one time known as one of the meet 
fashionable and exclusive schools on the 
Pacific Coast.

' The quibble over the city's title to the park site between Eighth 


and Twelfth streets that it is proposed to reclaim with dredgings from 
Lake Merritt is so obviously without merit that it is strange it should 
receive serious attention. Its revival at this time is so distinctly and 
plainly for obstructive purposes that it is surprising any member of the 
Council should allow-it to influence him in the slightest particular. 


This tide land property was originally granted to the State of 


California by the United States Government and was in turn granted 
by the State to the city of Oakland. The city transferred it to Horace 
Carpentier who sold his title to the Oakland Water Front Company. 
The title has reverted to the city by deed from the Oakland Water 
Front Company and its assigns. 


' There is not a colorable flaw in the title. 
If the city does not own 


the property in fee the Federal Government does,:and the Federal Gov- 
ernment will never assert a technical claim against the city to deprive 
it of a park.

The contention that the city's title'is doubtful would be a subject 


for ridicule only if it were not treated with official gravity. 
It nas 


served the purpose of staving off action on the ordinance appropriat- 
ing $50,000 to improve the property, although no claimant has put in 
an appearance to assert ownership in opposition to the city. No doubt 
the persons interested in defeating this park improvement can bring 
forward somebody with a shadowy and long-abandoned squatter^ claim, 
but the device will deceive nobody who is. not willing to close his eyes 
to the facts. 


With equal propriety it might be asserted that the title to the City 


Hall square is defective. Indeed, every inch of that .property in the 
city could be disputed on grounds as valid. Let no man be misled 
in this matter. The title objection has been raised as Lorenzo Dow 
raised the Devil as a pretext for voting against an improvement which 
the whole city demands and which it is morally and legally bound to 
make. A number of public-spirited citizens of East Oakland subscrib- 
ed'the money to buy this valuable property, which they gave to the 
city on the express condition.that it be improved for a park. For yer - 
the city has neglected to fulfill its obligation. If the municipality 
•not to redeem its pledge of faith, the property should be returned to 
the donors—not on the ridiculous and dishonest plea that the title ^ is 
bad, but on the ground that city officials are unwilling to 
agreement made by their predecessors.

and hunted by the emissaries of that 
august but vindictive lady, was one of 
the first of Chinas educated sons to 
devote himself to the relief of the op- 
pressed women of his land and to lead 
In the crusade against the brutal foot- 
binding inflicted upon them In order 
to produce the twin lilies," the mark 
of high descent In Chinese eyes 
As 


one of the heads of the reform party 
in China, the "Young China" element, 
he has worked hard and suffered much, 
barely escaping assassination more 
than once, and It Is not surprising that 
his eighteen-year-old daughter, know- 
Ing that she, too, Is a icformer and 
S<tstined to a mission among her sis- 
ters of the Celestial kingdom should 
tie serious in bearing and conversa- 
tion 


BRIGHT GIRL. 


And yet not alna\ I When she talks 


there are flashes of humor, akin to our 
own, 
peculiar though the brand be to 


Chinese eyes At times, when she for- 
gets for a moment or two her mission, 
*he Is as bright and vivacious as any 
American girl and her black ejes flash 
In quick response to a remark that 
Interests her She has plenty of Amei- 


ican friends and Is making more every 
day. Socially she is a success, and 
when she and her father are not work- 
ing in the cause of reform among their 
countrymen of the Harrison Avenue 
Chinatown, they are making calls, ful- 
filling- dinner invitations and receiving 
friends at their hotel, and otherwise 
comporting themselves less as Re- 
formers with a Mission than as travel- 
ers who are here to seo, to entertain 
and be entertained 


A newspaper representative ventur- 


ed an observation to this effect to 
Miss Kane when talking with her at 
the United States Hotel, Boston, the 
headquarters of herself and father. 


MISS PIH'S VIEWS. 


"But you would not have me be ser- 


ious all the time and think of one mat- 
ter only'1 she asked. "I do not like 
to pose as a reformer every minute 
True there is a mission, and both my 
father and I are doing; our best to ful- 
fill it 
I cannot make much progress 


In mine yet, for I must first go to Bar- 
nard College and study, as American 
gills do, acquire all your American 
civilization, and not until I have thor- 
oughly fitted myself for the task can 
I go back to my own land to lift the 
weight of centuries from my sisters 


' And there is so much to see, so 


much to do and to study In this great 
land that one cannot help being Inter- 
ested and cannot help enjoying- it. Our 
mission, yes, it Is our work, but surely 
there arc little play times, too, when 
we can enjoy ourselves The Chinese 
are not a laughless people They en- 
joy humor as well as any one and they 
see so many things here and in Eur- 
ope that appear humorous to them 
Because we do not laugh loudly is no 
sign that -we do not laugh at ail 


'There, I am forgetting my mission, 


you see " and Miss Kang smiled, smil- 
ed as much with her eyes as with her 
lips for, in spite of what she had just 
sifa about Chinese appreciation of hu- 


mor, 
like the rest of her race, she 


laughs and smiles more with her ex- 
pressive eyes than white people do. 


ABOUT DRESS. 


On the subject of dress Miss Kang 


proved she could be as eloquent as in 
the'cause of reform. This In answer 
to the question. 
"Would you advise 


your sisters to adopt the American 
style of dress as you have done"" 


"Indeed, no. I wear your dress over 


here because my native garb would 
make me too conspicuous The Amer- 
ican woman had far better adopt the 
Chinese style of dress than we hers. 
That is, If she really wants comfort. 
Our style is loose, sensible and com- 
fortable, while yours Is just the re- 
verse " 


And yet Miss Kang wore her Ameri- 


can, dress with an appearance of out- 
ward enjoyment that went to prove 
that she was of the stuff of which true 
reformers are made, and willing to 
endure even the martyrdom of Ameri- 
can clothing for the sake of the cause. 


WILL GO TO BARNARD. 


"I have been In your country two 


years," she went on "Part of the time 
I have been studying In a preparatory 
school in Hartford, 
Conn 
I have 


passed my entrance examinations for 


Barnard College and shall enter there 
In the fall. ^1 shall be here I expect 
for nearly ave years more. 


"What shall I study most? 
Civil 


government and pedagogy, 
so that 


when I go back I shall be able to teach 
not only the women, but the men. I 
want my sisters to know something of 
the science of government if they are 
ever really to emancipate themselves 


"I might have entered Radcllffe or 


Wellesly, but I prefer Barnard, because 
there are so many more Chinese wo- 
men of the better class In New York 
than there are in Boston. I want to 
mingle with them and get them Inter 
ested In my work 
Even whlje I am 


studying for future work I shall thus 
be doing something for it here. 


"The 
Chinese women have during; 


the ages been regarded merely as dolls 
by their lords and masters. But they 
have at heart the same feelings, the 
same sensibilities, 
the Same Intelli- 


gence as women of other races and 
they need only to come out Into the 
sunshine of freedom to let these qual- 
ities shine To that end I am working 
and will work all my life." 


And having given utterance to this 


high thought, Miss Kang hurried away

Knox you can tell by the longitudinal, 
springs that run the length of the car. 
You always know a 
Columbia 
by its 
large size, a certain elegance o£ the body 
lines, 
especially 
the 
dust-deflecting 
curve behind, and also by the brass balls 
at the end of the hubs. A Franklin can 
be told by the wide bonnet, so open as 
to reveal the four cylinders set trans- 
versely. 
Some cars, like the Rambler. 
can be told by the noise of the engine 
as well as by the round holes in the 
front of the radiator. 
There are other 
ways of recognizing different cars, but 
there are scores of machines that can be 
distinguished only by some trifling mark 
known-to a few."

of Poor. 


BERICELEY, July 31.—In apparent 


opposition to the advice 
of District 


Attorney-J. J. Allen, who informed th* 
School Directors of Berkeley that the 
law would .permit them to pay a phy- 
sician's fee for vaccinating the chil- 
dren of indigent parents, the 
Boarfl 


of Education of Berkeley has decided 
to offer free vaccination to the poor, 
and to settle the bills of physicians 
who are to do the work. 


This action wais decided upon at a 


special meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation held Saturday night. Town At- 
torney H. H. Johnson- had informed 
the board, in a lengthy written opin- 
ion, that he believed the law justified 
the School Directors in paying physi- 
cians for vaccinating the children ol 
poor parents in Berkeley. 
This legal 


j a.dvice was contrary to that received 
last year from the District Attorney, 
and it determined the Board of Edu- 
cation to act accordingly. 


Dr, George Relnhardt, Health Offi- 


cer of Berkeley had been asked by 
the school .hoard to recommend three 
physicians who could -and would do 
the vaccination work for the school 
board, for a nominal sum. He recom- 
mended that Dr. M. M.' Rowley, Dr. 
J. J. Benton and Dr. David Hadden 
be requested to assume ihe duties of 
"official vaccinators to the poor" and 


. the school board adopted his suggea- 


I tion. 
The three doctors were chosen. 


I in part, becausa.they reside in differ- 


ent districts of Berkeley and so the 
town will be equally well served by 
them. 


The school board will pay $1 for each 


child vaccinated by these three doc- 
tors. Before the operation is perform- 
ed, gratis, the child must bring a, cer- 
§"1icate, signed by parents or -guard- 


ns, testifying that the parents are 
digent and unable to meet the ordi- 
nary charge for the service.
